It is with no effort that tho 
names of several men successful in 
the business world can be told over 
among tho list of those who never 
give way to mirth. 

The causes working to this end 
are many. Tho strides of moderfl 
progress uro in a way to blame. The 
incentive to laugh is worn out und 
fagged. Tho Joke and quip of for¬ 
mer times was only an occasional 
visitor, but now it is obtruded daily 
and almost hourly in the fast mul- 
tiplying daily press mid the over 
increasing array of .theatres devoted 
to fun alouo. Tho surfeit of it is 
killing oiT the art of laughter. Tho 
thing that once produced a laugh 
and deserved it is to-duy met with 
scorn and contempt. 

It muy almost be said that there 
is nothing left to luugh at. The 
field has Ijcoii thrashed over so 
thoroughly that the luugh is tired 
out and can only be aroused by un 
effort, and when It requires an ef¬ 
fort to laugh the luugh has lost its 
value.

A despatch from Chicago says:

Huvo you over explored the east 
side of New York city — that Js, 
where the Howory in situated? There 
many poor live. There the masses 
are huddled together in tenements. 
It is the home of hundreds ft thou¬ 
sands of men and women who every 
winter are flghtiDg tha two man-eat¬ 
ing bloodhounds, cold and hunger, 
which aro snarling and snapping at 
them like famished wolves. 

But though the oust side of Now 
York city muy be the homo of the 
poor and, in many places, of the so¬ 
cial outcast, yot in 1890 there was 
seen upon the streets a most re¬ 
markable funeral. That day 15,000 
.. human heurts were aching. At least 
ly800 men were w-alking in line behind 
that hearse. There wore sixty pall¬ 
bearers, every ono of whom to more 
or less extent was indebted for his 
health or 11 fo to tho man whose 
body was thon sleeping in the cas¬ 
ket. “Who is this man about to bo 
buriod," asked an eyewitness, “a 
king or warrior, a statesman, an 
orator, a governor, a city official?" 
No. IIo was n plain, oimplo phy¬ 
sician. Ho was a Dr. Aronson, who 
had given up his whole life to work 
among the poor. He not only cared 
for tho sick body but also for the 
sick soul. Ho had inherited a smnll 
fortune from his father, and when he 
entered tho homes of the destitute 
he would leave here a little and there 
a little along with his prescriptions. 
While he lay sick hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of poor peoplo whom ho had 
befriended canto to inquire at his 
door. They knelt by hundreds in 
the street about his house, praying 
to (lod to restore to them their 
good * physician. When ho was dead, 
with thoir own hands tho poor car¬ 
ried him out to

That tho chief triumphs of the me¬ 
dical profession have been won dur¬ 
ing tho lust century in tho preven¬ 
tion of disoaso rather than in tho 
cure thero is no doubt. How have 
tho great plagues which used to 
sweep over Europe boon halted? By 
tho power of tho sword? No. By 
tho power of tho bacteriologist's 
microscope and tho physician's pen. 

Why is tho longevity of the human 
race being increased year by yoar ? 
Because people do not work as hard 
as they used to work ? Oh, no. An 
average man to-day goes through 
more hard work and nervo exhaus¬ 
tion and excitement in a week than 
his grandfather did in a wholo yoar. 
Tho longevity of tho human race Is 
increasing in spito of tho strenuous 
life we lead. It is increasing be¬ 
cause tho doctor, year by year, Is 
telling us how to oat, how to dress 
and in what kind of houses we 
should live. 

Young men about to enter tho 
medical profession, you are soon to 
be one of tho great band of teachers 
of physical hygiene. Can you not bo 
a loader in spiritual hygieno also ? 
Your calling opens for you tho door 
of many homes. It not only opens 
for you the front door, but also tho 
closet door, In which hang the 
■ bleached hones of a family skeleton. 
You are to bo tho recipient of tho 
heart’s secrets as no ono else in the 
I community. You wilt have your 
; linger upon the pulse of a commun¬ 
ity und will ultimately know whether 
1 it beuts sinfully fust or sinfully 
slow. Will you not say tho right 
gospel word to thut^young man who 
is doing what lie ought not to do ? 
Will you not spook a warning word 
to that wife, that mother, that 
child, who may bo drifting into sin ? 
They will gladly take Christian ad¬ 
vice from you, which perhaps they 
would not take from a minister. 
[They may say, “A minister is mere¬ 
ly working for his sulury," but they 
will know that you are disinterested 
in speaking the name of the Lord 
Jesus. In Christ's nunio will you 
not try to prevent sin as well ns to 
cure sin alter It has already come ?

LOST AdpONG SAVAGES.

Story of a Man Lost for Seven¬ 
teen Years. 

In 1846 the bark Peruvian was 
wrecked oil tho coast of Queensland. 
|Tho story of tho ono survivor, 

| James Murrell, as told in Marcus 
j Clark's “Australia of tho Past," is 
•as strange as the adventures of 
| “Itobinson Crusoe." For seventeen 
yours Murrell lived among the sav- 
uges, and all but forgot his own 
language, Ills name and the memory 
of liis native land. 

At lust one day a vessel came to 
tho shore while Murroll was absent, 
and the sailors gavo shirts to tho 
natives. Murrell told the natives 
that if over another ship camo and 
ho was not on the spot, they should 
find him. Another ship did come, 
and the savages, remembering the 
wishes of their companion, tried to 
attract tho crew. But tho English¬ 
men, notwithstanding their wild 
shouts, fired at them and drove them 
away. Murrell despaired of over see¬ 
ing homo again, 

Not long after, a white man with 
two horses camo upon some native* 
lamenting the death of an old mun. 
Possibly ho mistook the ceremonies 
for signs of hostility. At any rate, 
ho shot the old inun'i son, and for 
this was murdered by tho tribe, who 
became so suspicious of whites that 
Murrell had less chance than before 
of coming face to face with his 
countrymen. 

Ho told tho natives that the white 
men fired at them because they did 
not understand the language, and 
said next time ho would go himself 
and explain. They consented, and 
Murrell went exploring with a na¬ 
tive, until ho came to a will to man's 
hut, many miles down tho const.

POINTS ON TURKEY RAISING, 

Thcro has bean much difficulty ex¬ 
perienced by eoetern farmers in rais¬ 
ing turkey*, oepoclally of late years, 
writes Mr. J. Fred Crangle. I think 
it is possible to raieo ai many tur¬ 
keys as were over raised if properly 
managed. The main trouble has 
been weakness in turkey poults. Very 
few breeders seem to realize tho very 
important things that must bo done 
in order to raise turkeys successful¬ 
ly. If eastern farmers will start 
with tho right kind of stock, bird* 
of standard weight, and birds that 
are not inbred, they will tako tho 
first step In tho right direction. 

After 3'ou now havo your breeding 
stock, a very important thing to bo 
careful about is to keep them thin in 
flesh, until tho laying season starts 
in. All the females will lay from 
16 to 25 eggs. Tho largest numbor 
of eggs that I over knew of being 
laid by one hen In ono season was 
114. From 10 to 25 eggs, if you 
have a good male bird, your hon 
ought to havo 15 poults. From 
these 15 poults every farmer should 
raiso to maturity at leust 10 young 
turkeys. How many do this? Very 
few, and simply because they breod 
from inbred stock. 

Many farmers do not care to spend 
a few dollars to get a good male 
bird, but if you do not. sturt in the 
right w’ay there is no use trying to 
raise turkeys. I havo lotters from 
many pooplo who breed turkeys in a 
small way that in the past few years 
havo hud very poor results. Those 
same people thought well of my Idea 
of turkey breeding and bought a 
first-class gobbler, some with a little 
splash of wild blood. They have all 
had good success tho past season, 
although it was a very pdor turkey 
year. Another mistake farmers 
make is in housing the turkeys. They 
should novor bo allowed to ro^st In 
buildings. They aw very much 
healthier and you have better results 
breeding where turkeys roost out in 
the open. All our turkeys roost in 
trees.

SEA POWER OF NATIONS. 

Great Changca Made But England 
Still Lives. 

In n review of the wca power of 
tho great nations the Naval Annual 
shows that in tho ten ^ears from 
1892 to 1002 tneso changes havo 
occurred :— 

Russia, Germany and tho Unitod 
States have all become tho owners 
of as muny battleships as Franco, 
which ten years ago wus in that 
respect second only to Great 
Britain. 

.Japan's navy has been created 
and, for Asiatic purposes, is united 
with Great Britain's. 

Tho British and Japanese navies 
together number forty-seven armor- 
clads of the first-class—three more 
than the combined total of Russian, 
French and German warships of that 
class. 

Frunre has made armored cruisers 
the primo feature of her new con¬ 
struction and will shortly count 
thirteen of them. 

Grout Britain has well maintained 
her load over her two most probable 
adversaries and now counts twenty- 
nine first-class battleships ready for 
action, against seventeen of France 
and Russia combined. 

Assuming that the United States 
does not join it, the Naval Annual 
concludes that no combination of 
naval powers could be made strong 
enough to destroy British sea power.

PROF. ADAMS LECTURES OR 
THE SUBJECT. 

Famous Fictou Coal Fields—En¬ 
ormous Deposits in the 
West. 

An Interesting lecture on the "Coal 
and Iron Dopoelte of Canada" was 
recently delivered by Trot Adams, of 
McGill University. 

Ho pointed out that Canada could 
supply the world for years to come 
in both thoeo deposits, which, he 
said, woro scattered all over tho Do¬ 
minion, although their principal lo¬ 
cations were in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, in Manitoba and tho 
West, and in tho mountainous re¬ 
gions of British Columbia. No 
coal, he added, existed in the central 
part of the Dominion, but in tho 
uastern, west central and extreme 
western sections, there was an abun¬ 
dance of the mineral. 

IN THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 

* 

Taking tho coal deposits of the 
Maritimo Provinces first, the lectur¬ 
er said that the coal fields of Nova 
Scotia wero in throe principal areas— 
Cape Breton, Plctou and Cumber¬ 
land. In New Brunswick, though the 
coal area was larger than that of 
Nova Scotia, it was of much less 
Importance, bccauso there was only 
a single bed, about two feot thick, 
and near tho surface. The Cape Bre¬ 
ton coal field was confined principal¬ 
ly to the eastern margin of Capo 
Breton. 

The land area occupied by tho pro¬ 
ductive coal seams was over 200 
square miles in extent. Tho coal 
was of tho bituminous variety, and 
was adaptable for general purposes. 
Some boils could be used for tho 
manufacture of gas. Tho quantity 
of coal that tho field was capable of 
yielding was estimated to be not less 
than 1,000,000,OOp tone (ono thou¬ 
sand million tons), 

FAMOUS PICTOU FIELDS. 

The Pictou, N, R., coal fields wero 
situated, said tho lecturer, In a fer¬ 
tile valley, bounded on all sides by 
hills. The productive area was 
about 11 miles long and covered an 
area of about 22 square miles. The 
field was remarkable for the size of 
some of tho coal seams which it con¬ 
tained, several of these being among 
the thickest known to geologists. 

Tho Cumberland coal field was sit¬ 
uated near the Bay of Fundy coast, 
and afforded one of tho finest and 
most extensive sections of coni de¬ 
posits in Eastern Canada. A pe¬ 
culiarity of this coal field, which con¬ 
tained over 14,000 feet of strata, 
embodying over 70 coal reams, w’as 
tho fact that tho ancient tree trunks 
could still be seen standing upright 
in their fossil soils, through which 
their roots ramified in all directions. 

THE RICHES OF MANITOBA. 

With respect to the Manitoba and 
central west coal fields, Trof. Adams 
stated that tho groat plains wero un¬ 
derlaid by immense beds of Htrata, 
but tho coal, having been formed in 
tho early Tertiary nge, was not 
quito so hard us that found in Nova 
Hcotia and New Brunswick. As the 
mountains, how-ever, were neared, 
tho coal improved, until deposits of 
excellent anthracite were found. Tho 
deposits in Assinibola wero lignites, 
those in Alberta (on the pluins) were 
in part lignites and in part bitumin¬ 
ous, while those in the Rocky Mount¬ 
ains und llritish Columbia wero bi¬ 
tuminous and anthracite. The area 
of tho lignite field wus estimated at 
15,000 squaro miles, whilo that of 
lignite and bituminous coal (further 
west) was said to bo 50,000 squaro 
miles.

'*iv, 19. 

4-5. But to us there is but one 
God, the Father, of whom are all 
things, and wo in llim, and one 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all 
things and wo by Him. 

The Revised Version says in the 
first part concerning the Father* 
"We unto Him," and tho A V.- 
margin says. "We for Him." The 
Revised Version says in tho second 
part concerning tho Hon. "Through 
whom are all things, and we 
through Him." Tho title of tho 
lesson, "Christian Self Control," 
suggests that a Christian in one 
whom Christ controls and not self. 
In the first place, a Christian is a 
sinner who has boon w&shod. sancti¬ 
fied and Justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, by His precious blood, 
.the Spirit ha'ving convinced of sin 
and revealed Christ (vi, 9-11). All 
such are to recognize that hence¬ 
forth they are not their own, but 
have become by His purchase tem¬ 
ples of the Holy Ghost, ami ur# 
now to livo unto Him whose we are 
and whom we have been redeemed to 
serve (Acts xxvii, 23; II Cor. v, 
15). Wo have no greater enemy, 
next to tho devil, than the sinful self 
that remains In us even after w• 
receive Christ, and many do not 
seem to learn that Ho who delivers 
us from tho wrath to como is ablo 
also to save us from our sins (I 
Thcss. i, 10 ; Matt, i, 21).

THE CROW'S NEST PASS. 
Turning to the Crow's Nest Puss 
coal held. Dr. Adams stuted that it 
contained some 20 seams of coal, 
many of which were small. Others 
had a thickness of 4(1 feet. Over 100 
feet of workable coal was contained 
in tho deposit, and the field as a 
whole had been estimated to con¬ 
tain upwards of 22,595,200,000 tons 
of coal (2.240 pounds per ton). 

This field was, therefore, capable of 
meeting ull the demands thut might 
be mado upon it in our day and gen¬ 
eration at least. 

After touching on the coni fields at 
Nanaimo and Extension, Vancouver 
Island, Professor Adams went on to 
>eak of tho iron deposits in tho Do- 
in ion, which, ho remarked, so fur 
as wo know at present, were not so 
extensive or important us those of 
coal. Largo deposits had been dis¬ 
covered in u fow places, but in many 
others they were too small for ex¬ 
tensive works. Ono of the most 
curious deposits in tho Dominion was 
a mountain of iron ore on tho Upper 
Saguenay. But the ore was not of 
good quality, as it contained a con¬ 
siderable percentage of titunium, 
which made it hard to smelt. This 
ore was not used at present, as it 
could not ho smelted profitably. 

NKWFOUNDLAND DEPOSITS 
The deposits in Newfoundland were 
referred to, ono bed of which is com¬ 
puted to contain 98.000.000 tons of 
ore and another bed rather more 
than 00,000,000 tons. 

Tho Michlpicoton deposit was also 
spoken of, and likewise tho ore-pro¬ 
ducing area in^the neighborhood of 
Three Rivers. The ore smelted at 
Radnor Forges, wus the only place 
in Cttfiudu, und one of tho few places 
in the world where oro of this kind 
was smelted. It was dredged up 
from the bottom of the lake, und af¬ 
ter a spot hud been dredged clear, 
if it was returned to in nine or ten 
yeurs, ore would aguin bo found 
there. There seemed to be a con¬ 
tinual’ growth of the ore as fast as 
it was dredged out.

CANADA AND THE GOOD SEED 
PROBLEM. 

HOW TO ftKOl/RB THE BEAT CROPS. 

• 

As in patriarchal days men did not 
gather grapes off thorns or figs off 
thistles, so the modern Canadian far¬ 
mer cannot produce good crops unless 
hp have good jeed. This has long 
been understood* by the minister of 
agriculture, bnt it was much easier to 
hope for than to secure a remedy for a 
condition of things which certainly 
called for reform. The outcome of 
consideration in this matter led to a 
collection of timothy, alsiko and red 
clover seeds from dealers in each 
province of the Dominion. A bulletin 
on the condition of the trado in these 
seeds has been prepared under the 
direction of the commissioner of agri¬ 
culture and dairying by Mr. G. H. 
Clark, Chief of the seed division, and 
the information which it presents 
must prove useful to the farmers of 
Canada. 

Every one engaged in crop growing 
of whatever kind fully understands 
that the sowing of good seed is the 
most important factor in the produc¬ 
tion of paying farm crops. The re¬ 
sults of the analysis of several hun¬ 
dred samples of timothy, alsike and 
red clover seeds obtained from local 
dealers and other sources in the spring 
of last year are set out in extenso 

The greater part of the seed of 
alsike and red clover sold in Canada 
is grown in Ontario. Timothy seed is 
produced in limited quantities in near¬ 
ly all the provinces of the Dominion, 
hut much of the best quality of 
timothy seed on sale is grown in the 
western states, and is obtained from 
Chicago and other western poii ts. 
In general, Canadian grown timothy 
seed contains a larger percentage of 
hulled seeds and weed seeds than im¬ 
ported stock. This is not as it should 
be. Tho larger seed firms have 
specially equipped machines for re- 
cleaning grass and clover seeds, and a 
great deal of the seed they handle 
passes through these machines. Mr. 
Clark inspected a number of these 
machines at work recleaning alsiko, 
and from one large machine six dis¬ 
tinct grades of seed were taken. 
About two-thirds of the seeds which 
entered the hopper came out as “best 
jecleaned,” and it was then put in 
sacks for the wholesale trade. In this 
process for recleaning considerable 
good seed is either fanned or screened 
out, together with week seeds, chaff, 
saud aud other inert matter. These 
screenings necessarily contain a quan¬ 
tity of good seed, and, as tho seeds¬ 
man, like tho scientist, has eliminated 
the word “waste” from his vocabulary, 
he usually mixes this stuff and puts it 
agaiu through a cleauer, but one 
which is fitted with less exactiug 
screens. This lower grade of seed »s 
sold wholesale, and is found to be in 
much demand by local dealers, It is 
astonishing how many farmers refuse 
to recognize that cheap seed is usually 
poor seed, aud that anything that is 
cheap and rubbishy in the way of 
seeds is not worth carrying homo 
Obviously, if tluio ere not any do- 
muud for this rubbish seed merchants 
would make other use of it ; or at any 
rate, would not go to the trouble of 
fixing and putting it up ready for the 
market. 

There are few articles in the com¬ 
merce of agriculture in which real 
worth is so difficult to judge fiom 
appearance as grass, oluvui aud small 
seeds. A seed tiuu enjoying a good 
reputation, -uid with an cstablish- 
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vided that each bushel of timothy seed 
sold in Canada shall consist of forty- 
eight pounds, is frequently violated by 
local seed dealers, many of whom 
supply only forty-five pounds per 
bushel to the farmer, though when 
getting their supply from the whole¬ 
sale seed houses they make sure of 
securing legal weight. 

The cost of seeding a field to timo¬ 
thy is small even with the best quality 
and highest priced seed. One pound 
contains about 1,360,000 seeds, and if 
sown at the rave of five pounds per 
acre 1,400 seeds are provided for each 
square yard of laud. If evenly sown 
on land that is in good condition, and 
tho weather oe favorable for rapid 
growth, a small amouut of seed will 
suffice; but under ordinary conditions 
in general farm practice a compara¬ 
tively small, per centage of the seed 
sown produces plants which cpine to 
maturity.

There are few articles in the com¬ 
merce of agriculture in which real 
worth iu so diflicult to judge from 
appearance us grass, clover and small 
seeds. A seed linn enjoying a good 
reputation, and with an establish¬ 
ment lilted up with up-to-date seed 
cleaning machinery, may generally he 
relied upon not to offet the lower 
grades and screenings of seeds in their 
retail trade, because this will damage 
iheir reputation, and, and, Oihelio- 
like, their occupation will be gone 
Unless seedsman will exert themselves 
to see that the goods they offer are of 
unquestionable repute they cannot 
long survive the competition of those 
older seed firms whose business is 
strictly confined to retail trade, aud 
whose name may be taken us a toler¬ 
ably goop guarantee tbut the purchaser 
is being honestly dealt with and re¬ 
ceiving good goods for his money. 

From the standpoint of an agricult¬ 
urist the real worth of grass and clover 
seeds is most of all uffecied by the 
nature and the amount of their impur¬ 
ities. The cost of labor in lighting 
aud eradicating weed pests bus grown 
to he a very serious item with the 
farmer, and . much of this lias been 
brought about by uncleaned grass aud 
clover seeds. But for the prevalence 
of noxious weeds iu Canada the net 
cost of raising agricultural products 
would be very much decreased. Al¬ 
though there is as yet no exact data 
to show that changing grass aud clover 
from one part of Canada to another 
has a tendancy to influence the result¬ 
ant crop, general indications point to 
the fact that these as well as other 
kinds of seeds are better for having 
grown iu the locality or district where 
they are roquind for use. 

in a former article very full details 
were given of the methods adopted for 
seed testing of which the following 
are the results timothy (phleum pra- 
tense) is the most common grass seed 
on tho market in Canada. Fresh, well 
ripened seed has a silvery white 
appearance which renders the detection 
ol impurities a very easy matter. A 
lack of lusture is an indication of age, 
although the seed is very often dis¬ 
colored by wet at time of harvest, 
Showery weather after the seed is ripe 
has a tendency to loosen the glumes, 
and, in consequence, timothy tiiat is 
exposed to wet is apt to produce a largo 
proportion of huliess seed. 

Hulless seeds, are usually the largest 
fully ripened seeds which have lost 
their glumes during the process 
of threshing. When fresh,they possess 
a high degree of vitality, but the vital 
energy of seed with hulls on is 
retained for a longer period because of 
the protecting glumes. 

Although but few Canadian farmers 
make a specialty of growing timothy 
seed in quantity, many farmers iu the 
Piovince of Ontario aud of Quebec 
reserve from one to ten acres of timothy 
from their hay crop which is allowed 
to ripen and is cut, tied in sheaves, 
and threshed like the ordinary grain 
crops. It is from these small lots that 
the bulk of the supply of home grown 
seed is obtained. 

The weight per measured bushel of 
timothy seed varies according to its 
quality; the legal standard is forty- 
eight pounds.

large number of this seed. Of twelve 
samples which were stated to have 
been obtained from Toronto wholesale 
houses there was an abundance of 
weed seeds. 

In comparison with the samples 
obtained from other provinces, the 
quality of timothy offered by seed 
dealers in the Province of Quebec may 
be considered fair. The nature of the 
impuritios on tho whole were not very 
different from the Ontario samples, 
except in a few cases of local grown 
seed. Out of tho fifty-six samples of 
timothy received from Quebec only 
one contained seed or false flax, 
whereas ox-eye daisy and chicory, 
which were not present in aqy of the 
Ontario samples, were quite frequent 
impurities in the Quebec seed. Only 
one sample had been obtained from'a 
wholesale firm west of Montreal; 
most of the samples were reported to 
have been obtained from Moutreal 
wholesale firms. Two samples were 
very low in vitality, but practically 
all the seeds which were vital germi¬ 
nated during the first five days. This 
is an evidence that a small proportion 
of good fresh seed had been mixed 
with old aud dead seed. Five samples 
were low in both vitality and vital 
energy, and had been evidently taken 
from old seed. 

About sixty per cent of the samples 
received from the Province of New 
Brunswick were reported to have been 
taken from seed that bad been ob¬ 
tained by the local dealers from 
Toronto seed houses. A number had 
been obtained from Montreal, and a 
few from the United States. Out of 
the twenty-four samples analyzed, 
eight had over 1,000 weed seeds per 
pound ; one sample contained no less 
than eleven different species of weed 
seeds; aud another sample thirteen. 
Each o? these samples had been ob¬ 
tained from a prominent seed firm, and 
there was no reason why the greater 
part of these impurities could not 
have been takeu out by the use of the 
machinery which is iu the possession 
of that seed firm.

SAT BATS ARB THE CAUSE 

FACTS REGARDING THE BU¬ 
BONIC PLAGUE. 

Interesting Article on the First 
Cause of This Dis¬ 
ease. 

In the* opinion of a writer of an 
article in tho London Quarterly Re¬ 
view the venomous and filthy rat is 
the chief caigo of this loathsome 
disease, from which it is said the 
people of India are dying at the rate 
of over 100,000 a month. San 
Francisco is now afflicted with this 
plague. The writer says: 

"Tho first cause of this loathsome 
disease is tho venomous .and filthy 
rat, and the only eiTectivo remedy is 
to destroy tho rat." 

In support of this it says that 
ague, which used to be regarded as 
a soil disease, has turned out to bo 
conveyed by insects which have their 
habitat in water. So this plague is a 
soil disease only in so far us it ef¬ 
fects certain animals living in the 
soil. 

HOW THE PLAGUE SPREADS. 

The connection of rats with plague 
is so general as to be evidently not 
accidental. It is found on examina¬ 
tion that tho disease they die of is 
actually plague, and that their bod¬ 
ies are swarming with plague bacilli. 
They have been found dead in ware¬ 
houses, especially granaries, in the 
rooms of houses where people have 
died of plague, and in the holds of 
ships among cargoes £>f various 
kinds. 

There is no doubt that human be¬ 
ings may acquiro plaguo from rats. 
Men havo caught it from handling 
dead rats, from going to live in 
houses where rats havo died, as in 
certain Indian villages; and occa¬ 
sionally, it is thought, through the 
intermediate link of cats. 

By fleas the plugue may pass to 
men. 'Pilose pests abound on tho 
bodies of rats, which, ns is the cus¬ 
tom of parasites, desert after*death 
of their hosts. It has been shown 
by Dr. Simond that fleas carry the 
infection from rat to rat. The in¬ 
fection of man by this means is 
therefore clearly possible, and has 
been distinctly traced. There is al¬ 
so evidence that rats carry tho in- 
fectimwfrom one part to another of 
the jfino town. 

CARRIED PLAGUE TO BRISTOL. 

. All ships contain rats, which have 
many opportunities of passing from 
ship to land in harbors and docks, 
just as they puss from lund to ship. 

In January, 1901, a grain boat, 
fifteen days out from Smyrna, ur- 
rived in the central harbor of Bris- ; 
tol, within a stone's throw of tho 
Public Health offices, with a history 
of no illness on tho voyage, and 
therefore not "infected" under tho 
regulations, and not legally liable 
to ajiy detention or supervision. 
But, as infected rats had been car- i 
ried to the port of Hamburg in tho 
previous week, a careful watch was 
kept. Thirteen rats wero found dead j 
in the forehold, and Prof. Klein con¬ 
firmed tho death of certain of these ; 
from plaguo. But as no plague re¬ 
sulted, the measures of precaution 
and disinfection may be taken to 
havo been in this instance success¬ 
ful.

HOW BASEBALLS ARE MADE. 

Thirty Minutes to Turn Ons Out 
by Machine and Hand. 

The manufacture of baseballs, such 
as are used by the big leagues, has 
developed into a science. It is in¬ 
tricate work which requires skill, 
with accuracy an to size and weight 
absolutely essential. All baseballs 
of this kind aro maido by machinery. 
A solid ball of rubber an inch thick 
is first placed in the machine and is 
automatically wound with woollen 
yarn, the layer being one inch in 
thickness. 

The ball, two inches thick at this 
stage of manufacture, 1 b then steep¬ 
ed in an adhesive fluid, which solidi¬ 
fies the yarn and makes it impossi¬ 
ble to knock tho ball out of shape. 
Then the ball is j.laod back in the 
maahine and wound with yarn until 
it is exactly nine inches in circum¬ 
ference, after which the ball is again 
dipped in the adhesive fluid. 

Covering the ball is the next pro¬ 
cess. The cover is made of alum- 
tanned horse-hide, which is as soft 
as white kid. Tho cutting is done 
by a machine, which works swiftly 
and accurately. The cover is cut in 
two pieces, each like the figure "8" 
and is then sewed by hand. Then it 
is rolled by unothor machine until 
the rough edges havo been taken off, 
when it is ready for shipping. It 
takes about thirty minutes to make 
a ball, half that time being con¬ 
sumed in sowing tho cover. It is es¬ 
timated that seven million bosoballs 
aro turnpd out each year. 
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USEFUL SUGGESTIONS. 

An eqsily. made cement is formed 
of rico flour. It should be mixed 
with cold water and allowed to boil 
slowly until quite thick. 

Linen must be thoroughly dry and 
well aired before it is put away. 
When it shows signs of turning yel¬ 
low wring out in luke-warm soap 
and water, dry and store again. 

After thoroughly brushing out the 
dust from a black hat, go over it 
with a thin solution of gum arabic 
or mucilage, using a nail brush for 
that purpose. When the hat is dry 
it will be found to look almost new. 

Never scrub oilcloths with a brush, 
and never use soap in cleaning them. 
Those which have lain in stock for 
several years aro the best to ‘ buy, 
as the paint is thoroughly harden¬ 
ed. Wash with a soft rag dipped in 
mixed milk and water, and rub dry 
with a handful of rags. 

To removo greaNe spots from tho 
wall paper, upplj' to tiio spots a 
paste of fuller's earth and cold wa¬ 
ter, leaving this on all n'ght. If the 
spots havo not disappeared in the 
morning a second application will 
usually he found efficacious. It is 
well to take greaso marks out of pa¬ 
per directly after they ore made. 

Permanganate of potash is a cheap 
and effectual stain for hard board 
floors. Add one-half an ounce of 
permanganate to a quart of water 
ami use this to paint over the floor, 
which must first he allowed to dry. 
Repeat the process if it is not as 
dark as you want. i4, and then let 
dry ami polish with beeswax and 
tu rpentine.

In tho nutumn of last year there 
occurred In Glasgow the first epi¬ 
demic of plague that has taken 
place in Britain for upwards of two 
centuries; and this was a very small 
one. It broko out in a family not 
immediately connected with the 
port, and was spread by personal 
communication. Energetic measures 
taken by the Glasgow sanitary au¬ 
thorities limited the outbreak, which 
affected only about thirteen persons, 
of whom eight died. There was no 
traceablo affection of ruts. The 
speedy extinction of the epidemic 
confirms the opinion of those who 
have held that plague in a clean 
city ought to be an easy disease to 
deal with. But had the infection 
gone underground and attracted the 
rats in all the sewers of Glasgow, it 
might have been much more difficult 
to stamp it out. 

Tn treatment and protective mea¬ 
sures the writer recommends the de¬ 
struction, as far as possible, of rats, 
and. in some circumstances, mice, 
within tlib infected area. Wo have 
seen that rats often bring the infec¬ 
tion and start the epidemic of 
plague. 

Bubonic plague always comes with 
the increase of rats, und it. dies with 
the death of the rats from the dis¬ 
ease. but leaves in its wake, as in 
India ut present, upwards of one 
hundred thousand per month of hu¬ 
man beings in the grave. 

It appears certain that the re¬ 
sources of the Government would lie

NOT HITMAN DT.SEASFS, 

There is therefore abundant evi¬ 
dence that rats suffer from a disease 
identical with human plague; that 
their epidemics (or the most part 
1 immediately precede human epidem- 
| ics; that they can transmit the dis¬ 
ease to mankind; and that thi^ 
plague is primarily a disease of rats, 
and only secondarily a hunina dis- 
onsc. 

This striking hypothesis was pub¬ 
licly stated by Dr. Koch at the re¬ 
cent Congress on Tuberculosis, but 
Iliad been previously enunciated by 
Dr. Manson and probably by others.

BRITAIN'S FIRST EPIDEMIC. 

In tho autumn of last year there 
occurred in Glasgow the first epi¬ 
demic of plague that has taken 
place in Britain for upwards of two 
■ centuries; and this was a very small 
I one. It broke out in a family not 
| immediately connected with the 
port, and was spread by personal 
communication. Knergotic measures 
taken by the (Jlasgow sanitary au¬ 
thorities limited the outbreak, which 
affected only about thirteen persons, 
of whom eight died. There was no 
traceablo affection of rats. The 
speedy extinction of the epidemic 
confirms the opinion of those who 
have held that plague in a clean 
city ought to be an easy disease to 
deal with. But had the infection 
gone underground and attracted the 
rats In ull the sewers of Glasgow’, it 
might have been much more difficult 
to stamp it out. 

In treatment and protective mea¬ 
sures the writer recommends the de¬ 
struction, as far as possible, of rats, 
and. in some circumstances, mice, 
within the infected area. We have 
seen that rats often bring the infec¬ 
tion and sturt the epidemic of 
plague. ' 

Bubonic plague always comes with 
the increase of rats, and it. dies with 
the death of the rats from the dis¬ 
ease, but leaves in its wake, as in 
India ut present. upwards of one 
hundred thousand per month of hu¬ 
man beings in the grave. 

It appears certain that the re¬ 
sources of the Government. would be 
insufficient to provide establishments 
for the area already infected in In¬ 
dia, c\‘en if the whole army, civil 
diu, even if the whole army, civil, 
medical and police establishments, 
were employed solely on plague du¬ 
ties.

WIIO SKATED FIRST ? 

It is very doubtful which rare 
first skated, *for traces have been 
found umVmg prehistoric remains nil 
over Northern Kurope, indicating 
that the art was practised by primi¬ 
tive peoples. The Kskimos of the 
farthest north arc also found to be 
in possession of runners carved from 
whalcbono. Skating is mentioned by 
a Dunish historian about 1134, and 
Fitzstophen, in his "History of Lon¬ 
don," says that in the twelfth cen¬ 
tury young men fastened the leg 
hones of animals under their feet 
by means of things, in order to slide 
along tho ice. This statement is 
confirmed by tho pair of bono skates 
of the period now In the British 
Museum. It is likely, however, that 
these early Londoners got tho idea 
from Holland, probably via Lincoln¬ 
shire, whero skates have been used 
on the frozen fens from very re¬ 
mote times.

Almost invariably 
the sufferers attribute the disorder 
to outdoor exposure, whereas the 
extreme uml sudden changes of tem¬ 
perature are the'real secret, says 
Cassell’s .Journal. While walking or 
working in the open air the chances 
of catching cold are reduced to a 
minimum. The mischief begins when 
the motion and exercise stop abrupt¬ 
ly. The change should he made 
gradually, for nature abhors sudden 
changes The golden rule, therefore, 
j is to n\oid making abrupt transi¬ 
tions from a cold atmosphere to a 
warm one, and vice Versa.

FEEDING HOGS FOR MARKET 

Of the various breeds of hogs test¬ 
ed by the writer, Pol&nd-China and 
Duroc-Jerseys have proved the most 
satisfactory, because they make 
quicker growth and can be priced 
upon the market at an early age. 
In particular, a bunch of Duroc-Jer¬ 
seys that were fed mainly upon 
cooked corn gave the most satisfac¬ 
tory results, writes S. P. Dorman. » 

A large pan or box was used for 
cooking tho corn, and the furnace 
filled with coal, at morning and at 
noon, would cook enough corn to 
feed 40 pigs each day. The hogs 
were confined on the banks of a run¬ 
ning stream, and had, at all times, 
access to water. The sheds were 
built on high ground, so as to form 
both a shelter and windbreak. Sheds 
may be built of lumber, or made of 
polos and rails, covered with wheat, 
oats or flax straw. Tho hogs in 
question were fed in troughs and 
they seemed to enjoy the cooked corn 
most. They at© somo artichokes, 
but it appeared that these were 
eaten moro ns a relish than as a 
food proper. I believe the arti¬ 
chokes helped to keep them in vigor¬ 
ous und healthy condition. 

These pigs had been allowed to 
run on a good closer pasture, hav¬ 
ing access to a liehl of artichokes, 
and ulso to a small field of rape, 
until they were four months old. 
They were kept on full feed for three 
months and. at the end of that time 
averaged 1225 pounds. A smoother 
bunch of porkers are seldom seen. 
This was in the fall of 1900, and the 
profit realized-was

Last winter, on account of tho 
high price of corn, and feed gener¬ 
ally, another system wus tried. 
Wheat and corn were fed in equal 
quantities, and an increased ration 
of artichokes whs given, and turnips 
were also fed. This ration wus sat¬ 
isfactory, but in keeping'over the 
brood sows, and pigs that were too 
young and small to fatten, the cost 
exceeded the income from the hogs 
that wero fattened. The plan of 
soaking tho corn and wheat was 
triod, while the weather was warm, 
but though it was much jnore satis¬ 
factory than when fed dry, it was 
not so good as if it had been cooked.

The prick of u pin or needle, 
or tlie lodgment of a splinter when 
not properly utteiulcd to at the ear¬ 
liest possible itioint nt frequently 
leads to the gravest consequences of 
blood poisoning, even at times ne¬ 
cessitating so serious an operation 
as the amputation of a hand or an 
arm in order to save the life of the 
victim. Thousands of persons suffer 
most serious inconvenience or incur 
great risk to life and limb through 
ignorance of the simplest laws of dis¬ 
infection. If these wounds were sub¬ 
merged for a few minutes in a solu¬ 
tion of corrosive sublimate, in the 
proportion of one part of sub¬ 
limate to 1,000 parts water, 
nnsl were then protected from 
the atmosphere by being bound 
up with a clean cloth or oth¬ 
er sterile covering, the dangers of 
local or general infection would prac¬ 
tically be done away with. This 
remedy is not painful, und though 
poisonous when taken into the 
stomach, is entirely harmless when 
locally upplied. Tho human family 
accepts the axiom that self-preser¬ 
vation is nature's first law, and yet 
how slow we are to learn Its me¬ 
thods. or having learned them, how 
wofuli\ at fault we are in failing to 
apply them. 


It is a melancholy fact that. in 
this season when our harvests hut#^ 
been abundant and food never was 
more plentiful and when the year’s 
stock of cereals hardly has been 
touched, one piteous report of fa¬ 
mine follows another. Apparently 
there is no season when some part 
of the earth is not sufToring and 
people dying of hunger. Two years 
ago Southern Uussia suffered from 
the failure of crops. Lust year In¬ 
dia und' China were ufllietcd. Now 
it is Northern Europe that Is In the 
clutches of famine. In Finland last 
year's crops were a total failure, 
and now over half a million people 
ur« going hungry, which means dis¬ 
ease and death to thousands. The 
Linns are largely an agricultural 
peopk md in ordinary seasons they 
not omy raise enough for home eon- 
sumption, but have rye, barley, and 
outs to export. Their summers, 
however, are short, and unless they 
are favorable there Is danger of an 
insufficient food supply. Last sum¬ 
mer was unfavorable. Excessive 
rains rotted the seed in the ground 
and nothing could be raised. There 
was not enough surplus food to last 
through the winter, and now star¬ 
vation stares in the face one of the 
most industrious peoples of the 
world. 

Reports from Northern Sweden are 
even more pitiful. The number of 
victims is not so large as in Fin¬ 
land, Jut they more inacessiblo. 
Not v > arc th® people without food 
supplies but the reindeer and other 
animals upo(i which they roly arc 
also in the same condition. Mean¬ 
while, the sufferers are cut off from 
the rest of Sweden, and from all 


it won double the previous year. Tho 
Teiniskatnlng is the storm centre of 
the rush. Tho old Ontario men go 
to Temiskaming, while Hniny River 
district is being filled up largely by 
men from tho Western States.

Farmers Need.

the farm labor that Ontario would 
need this season. He also scored 
Dominion agents for not giving On¬ 
tario as much attention as the 
Northwest.

Tiic best rule in 
fattening hogs Is to put them on 
the market at the earliest stage 
practicable. » 

FEEDING FOR WINTER EGOS 

On most farms there is plenty of 
feed that would go towurd making 
a perfect balanced ration, if we took 
advantage of it. The secret in mak¬ 
ing hens lay is simply providing 
them with suitable feed. 

Corn, wheat, oats, barley and 
millet seed are good poultry feeds. 
Some do not bellcvo In corn, but the 
experiment stations tell us that corn 
is one of the very best feeds for 
poultry, but they do not toll us to 
feed it exclusively. Tho natural 
make of a hen's feed is a variety—a 
little of this and that and constant 
exercise in procuring it.* Some tell 
us to make them scratch for their 
feed. 'They would rather do it than 
not, besides it does away with 
gorging and encouraging a lazy dis¬ 
position. 

Corn exclusively or, In fact, wheat 
or millet, is too heavy and too rich. 
Something to make bulk must be 
added. Wo know of nothing better 
than wheat bran to balance up a 
heavy rich feed, llran makes bulk, 
and'it clears the passages und keeps 
the digestive organs in condition. 
Bran nlono would ho too light for 
an exclusive feed, besides, It would 
not bn In line with naturo to feed 
nothing else. The craw is a grind¬ 
ing mill and we must keep it at 
work. 

Tho different grains would not be 
a perfect feed nlono ; gru,**, insects 
and dozens of things we hardly 
think of AT> toward completing tho 
natural wants. Fowls on free range 
usually find these extra nicknacks, 
but penned up fowls, or fowls In 
winter must have their equivalent in 
some form or they cannot do tho 
very best. Cut clover or aifulfa 
lmy, cut vegetables and green cut 
bone help to make summer out of 
winter as near as it would be pos¬ 
sible. All these things aro within 
out reach und the time required to 
procure them would return a nice 
profit. 


ROOTS FOR ANIMALS. 

The feeding of roots to farm ani¬ 
mals is not as general as It should 
be. Especially is this true ot tho 
cow. It has been successfully de¬ 
monstrated that root feeding exer¬ 
cises a beneficial effect upon the di¬ 
gestive organs, and as a natural 
consequence tho health Is Improved. 
As the fcppetite is increased by their 
use the flow of milk is Increased cor¬ 
respondingly. By actual experiment, 
carrots have been found to be moro 
valuable than turnips. Tho cost of 
raising carrots is very littlo more 
than that or turnips. Most dairy 
folks know that in tho carrot is 
found a natural coloring agent, tho

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JAPAN’S MISFORTUNES 

Forty-flvo Lives Lost by Capsizing 

of a Launch. 

A despatch from Victoria, B.C., 
says ;—News was brought by the 
Enmress of China, which arrived on 
Tuesday night, of a disaster in Kobo 
harbor, on .January 19, us a result 
of which .between 40 and 50 lives 
were lost. The steamers Yokohama 
Maru, and Gqukai Maru were being 
repaired, and the steam launch llay- 
abusa was sent to taj-.u their work¬ 
men from ono steamer to the other. 
When tho launch was near the stern 
of the Genkai Marti, a strong north¬ 
west squall swept over the harbor 
and capsized the launch, which 
foundered in a few minutes. Some 
of the men swum to the Genkai 
Maru, othors were rescued by the 
Snmpansanto launch, but between 
forty and fifty were drowned. Twen¬ 
ty-eight bodies were recovered. The 
scenes in tho dockyards when the 
relatives of tho dead struggled 
around tho company's office uro de¬ 
scribed as pitiublc. 

Fire occurred on January 17 in 
tho Urushiu colliery, Fukuooka Ken, 
Japan, and sixty-four miners were 
burned to death. Two hundred and 
twenty miners were working in the 
mines, when a miner accidentally 
ignited a dynamite fuse, and an ex¬ 
plosion followed. Many escaped, but 
gas formed rapidly, and a cavc-in nt 
the pit's mouth blocked up the 
mine, imprisoning sixty-four men, 
who nil lost their lives. 

The plague is increasing at Tokio. 
It seems that the germs were im¬ 
ported in cotton from Bombay. 
Doctor Yokotn, the quarantine offi¬ 
cer, was one of the victims who suc¬ 
cumbed on January 14. On the day 
of his death the Japanese Emperor 
bestowed on him the Order of the 
Rising Sun, with the sixth order of 
merit, and 1,920 yen have been 
granted to his family. 

As a result of a combat between 
ono hundred fishing smacks off the 
Japanese coaNt. a heavy loss of life 
has resulted. It was reported that 
45 have been killed. The fishermen 
belonged to villages in Nagasaki 
prefecture.

MURDERED IN PRISON.

We have men engaged in this business in 
Belleville who have obtained a thorough 
knowledge of it in every detail, at consider- 
able expense, and are in every way, qualified 
to give first class service to our people. 
Ttiev have also at much expense supplied 
themselves with the best of appliances 
known to the science for the treatment and 
preservation of eyesight. They pay taxes 
and take their share of the responsibility 
of citizen ship. Under these circumstances 
they have good excuse for extreme annoy¬ 
ance when an outsider who has no part in 
the affairs of the city, and no claim on the 
public patronage, is allowed to share privi¬ 
lege*. For instance there is a man named 
DeSilberg, who makes regular visits to the 
city, and no matter what amount of buai 
ness ho does, he must to some extent inter¬ 
fere with our local men. Other business 
men are protected from these outsiders; 
why should not our jewellers and druggists 
who practice optics and deal in optical 
goods be also protected from unfair com¬ 
petition. If they cannot be compelled to 
pay licenses under the present bylaw, ft 
should be altered so as to make them do so.
